The Middle East. 

Two important events in conrection with 
the political situation in the Middle East 
have taken place during the last few days. 
A Franco-Turkish agreement has been 
signed at Angora ; and the Mandates Com- 
mission of the League of Nations has met 
in Rome to hear the French report on 
Syria for the year 1925. Little is known 


| of the terms. of the new pact between 


France and Turkey. M. de Jouvenel, High 
Commissioner for Syria, has conducted the 
negotiations in person, and so far only a 
draft copy of the agreement has been 
received at the Quai d’Orsay. It is under- 
stood in Paris, however, that the main 


HOME RELIEF FUND. _ | object. of the pact-is:to delimit the frontier 


between Syria and Turkey. The Turks 
have been intriguing for several months 
with the object of acquiring certain 
portions of their former territory in the 
North of Syria, and have been pressing 
France to grant autonomy to the districts 
of Alexandretta and Antioch. The geo- 
graphical position of these places would 
be of the greatest importance in the 
possible event of trouble between Britain 
and the Turks concerning Mosul; ani, as 
France and Britain still are Allies, the 
wily politicians of Angora are anxious 
‘not only to secure the release of 
the two vilayets from French suzerainty, 
but also to get a grip on that portion of 
the Bagdad railway which runs along the 
"Northern ‘frontier of Syria. The Paris 
Press declares that no territory has been 
renounced by M. de Jouvenel, and that 
the railway will continue to remain under 
French control. It lays stress on the fact 
that France may be required to mediate 
between Turkey and Britain on the issue 
of Mosul’s future, and gives a categorical 
denial to the suggestion that M, de 
Joueenel has done anything that would 
be in the least likely to tie her hands. 
France, of course, has her own reasons 
for: wishing to remain on good terms with 
the Turks. Her position in Syria at the 
moment is extremely difficult. In the 
report which has been presented to the 
Mandates Commission at Rome the French 
authorities make no secret of fhe fact that, 
while M. de Jouvenel has made excellent 
progress with his policy of conciliation in 
other parts of the mandated territory, he 
has failed completely to win over the 
Jebel Druses. They declare that the 
rebels will not be persuaded to lay down 
their arms “without a great show of 
force,’’ adding that “the Military Com- 
mander will use his own discretion when 
an opportune moment arrives.” There is 
an ominous ring about this phrase; for 
a military peace will be almost as difficult 
to achieve in Syria as it has proved to 
be in Morocco. The Jebel Druses are 
determined men. They still are very 
bitter as a result of the bombardment of 
Damascus by French artillery, and will not 
“be appeased by the réport to the Mandates 
Commissior, which not only justifies this 
act as having been: ‘‘necessary to 
prevent the over-running of the Lebanon 
by the rebels,’’ but. pays.a high tribute 
to General Sarrail, whose conduct in Syria 
forced his home Government to recall him 
and to replace him by a civilian. Our 
Correspondent in Rome tells us that, 
while there is a good deal of private 


} criticism of fhe French report among the 


members of the Mandates Commission, it 
probably will be accepted without protest. 
In that event, of course, the French repre- 
sentatives in Syria will have the authority 
of the League of Nations for auy steps 
which they may think it necessary to take 
for- the restoration of order in the 
mandated territory. 

The whole Moslem world sympathises 
strongly with the Druses, although these 
curious people have a religion of their 
own which is only partly Mohammedan. 
The Syrians, who are Moslems of the most 
orthodox type, declare that the Druses are 
fighting the battle of Islam, and in 
Palestine, Iraq, Morocco, and even Egypt

Nearer to Youghal old-time protective 
works have suffered, and the sea is eating 
its way inland at the extremities, There 
is cultivated land lying actually at a 
lower level than the altitude reached by 
the sea in times of high tempest upon the 
threatened shingle bar. Youghal, however, 
is but an acute example of the dangers 
that involve many an historic spot around 
our shores; and serves to bring home to 
realisation the neglect of protective action 
and of works of reclamation, which ought 
to mark a nation gifted with foresight, 


industry and economic wisdom.

Short Weight. 


The British Food Council has issued a 
report which will cause consternation 
among “ profiteers.”” The Council, set 
up by the British Government for the pro- 
tection of the public, has done much good 
work in exposing unduly high prices for 
the necessaries of life. Bread, perhaps, 
would be as dear in England to-day as it 
is in Dublin but for the Council’s 
activities. Prices, however, represent only 
one aspect of the problem of checking the 
extortions of middlemen. The public is 
mulcted as ‘much in short weight as in 
high charges; and now the Council has 
propounded means for the protection of 
the consumer on this score also. It is 
recommended that the giving of short 
weight or measure, and misrep tation 
cf the quantities sold shall be made 
punishable offences. The Council advises, 
moreover, that jam, meat and cereals shall 
be sold only by net weight, and that 
standard wrappings shall be introduced in 
order to do away with the present wasteful 
and deceptive methods of selling goods in 
indeterminate quantities and fashions. 
Standardisation—the Council suggestse— 
should be arranged by agreement among 
traders rather than imposed by law. No 
doubt, the members of the Council, in 
making this recommendation, had in mind 


the benefits which standardisation has con- | of 


ferred upon America, where the elimina- 
tion of petty haggling at the shop counter 
has effected an immense national saving. 
Standardisation would protect the con- 
sumer and. benefit the dealer, yielding an 
economy that would compensate richly for 
the loss of dishonest gains. We do not 
doubt that Mr. Stanley Baldwin’s Govern- 
ment will adopt early legislation on lines 
similar to those proposed by the Food 
Council, and we hope that the Pricé Com- 
mission of the Irish Free State will come 
speedily to conclusions as far-reaching and 
as thorough. ‘‘ Profiteering’’ by short 
weight is rampant throughout Ireland, 
and this tells on the people of the Saorstdt 
even more than inflated prices.

Among interesting appointments announced 
last Saturday is that. of Lord Lee of Fareham 
to be a Trustee of the National Gallery, Lon- 
don, in succession to the late Lord Car- 
michael.

“There are a million and a quarter persons 
in Ulster, ” he said. '' To be successful and 
happy and contented every one of those 
million and a quarter persons must be in- 
terested in, and enthusiastic about, their 
province. Most of the million and a quarter 
are proud of their province. Some of them 
advertise their pride, others do not. The 
chief reason why they lack enthusiasm about 
their love for Ulster is because they know so 
little about their province. 

‘* Permanent building only followed in com- 
munities where the people who were perma- 
nent patrons,and were prepared to give a 
genuiné welcome and to render whole-hearted 
co-operation to the sojourner attracted to it. 
There was one danger to be avoided, and that 
was in overstepping—rushing into the world 
circle—with advertising before accomplish- 
ment and progress at home were actually con- 
summated.”’ 

In conclusion, he said :—' [ am conscious 
of the possibilities that await the successful 
eonsnammation of the plans of the Ulster 
Tourist Development Association, but these 
possibilities will only materialise in the event 
of each umit of the whole working disin- 
terestedly for the benefit of the province as a 
whole, and I am looking forward with confi- 
dence to the time when legislation will have 
assed through its various stages in our 
Northern Parliament, and given to each muni- 
cipal authority power to levy a rate which, 
in turn, will find its way to the common 
exchequer to be spent on a properly conceived 
and properly executed advertising campaign, 
which will result in a gain and a profit to 
each individual citizen of this enterprising 
province of Ulster.’’
